Furthermore, the Scripture is as 
cleete that men are and ſhall be dam- 
ned for other Sinnes beſides chis.

And our Saviours Sentence of con- 
demnation that hee ſhall pronounce 
at the latter day againſt thoſe on 
his left hand, ſhewes the con- 
trary, 

Yea this Doctrine ſo taken,ſhould 
be a Doctrine of the greateſt liberty 
that ever was taught, and a very diſ 
folving of the Law.

'The Prince is a gratious Prince in 
pardoning Traitors or Murtherers. 
But this conſideration, that the: 
King may doe it, or hath done it, is 
no motive to make thoſe that are 
Traitors or Murtherers ſecure, much 
leſſe to. goe in their Treaſons and 
Murthers: But they muſt be content 
do ſue out, yea to pay deare oft for 
cheit pardons or elſe their hope will 
lye mithe duſt. So is it with God. 
I true, he is merci full, and ready to 
pardon any Sinne; yet he hath and 


the World: and he will pardon none 
but ſuch as uſe the means to ſue out 
and purchaſe their pardon, by for. 
ſaking their Sinnes by true N epen. 
tance, and humbling themſel ves be- 
fore the Throne of Gods mercy 
for them, with a full reſolution ne- 
ver to returrie againe to them.

ſame kinde which if it be, they may 
thence then infallibly conclude that 
it is not that impardonable Sinne. 
All other Sinnes then are at the

- wavy mercy to forgive all Sinnes 
than ſome onely, and all men than 
ſome; yet you ſee this, that God 
hath decreed not to ſhew mercy up- 
onall men. And as wee muſt not 
tye his Loveand Mercy, which is 
moſt free, to the perſons of all men; 
ſo wee muſt not tye it to all dinnes 
any further chan himſelfe hath tied 
it. It ſhould ſuffice us, that God is 
ſo infinice in mercy as to forgive 
ſome men; and to forgive in ſome 
men all Sinnes ſaving one. If he had 


ſaved but one Man, and pardoned 


but one Sinne in that one Man (if it 


were poſſible for any one Man to 
commit but one Sinne] his Mercy 
had been infinite. Hee might as 
freely have excepred any, yea many 
other Sinnes, as whoredome, pride, 
perjury,

perjury. Apoſtalic, &c. But thiswe 
muſt know, that God, as he is infi- 
nite in mercy, ſo he is infinite in his 
juſtice : And in his holy wiſedome 
and providence he ſo mingleth and 
conjoyneth theſe twain, that the 


one limiteth the other, So that God 


is fo farre forth mercifull as will 
ſtand with his infinite juſtice ; and 
ſo farre forth juſt, as will ſtand with 
his infinite. Mercy. His Mercy doth
